The Cyclone at Calcutta, 
FURTHER DETAILS OF THE DISASTER — GREAT 
DESTRUCTION OF PROPERTY. 

(From the London Daily News, Dec. 7.) 

The arrival of the Indian mail brings us 
advices from Calcutta to the 8th of Nov, 
being a week later than those which we 
published in our impression of yesterday. 
These accounts increase toa lamentable 
extent the seriousness of the disaster, In 
the city of Calcutta 109 deaths have been 
recorded, 101 brick built houses destroyed, 
and 2,838 tiled and thatched hute levelled 
with the ground. In the suburbs the loss 
of life is estimated at 285; and 62 brick 
built houses, 1,745 tiled huts, and 25,148 
thatched huts have been destroyed. On 
the river, 622 lives have been lost. In arl- 
dition there haye also been lost two ferry 
steamers. 67 cargo boats, 15 Madras sloops, 
84 dinghees, 82 native boats, and 336 op 
country boats. The, greater portion of 
these lost in the canals were laden with 
jutes and grain. The grand total of lives 
ascertained to have been lost is, therefore, 
1,016; of brick-built louses destroyed, 
163; and of tiled, and thatched huts 29, 
231. Of the larger shipping in the river, 
oaly abont 26 ships have escaped uninjured, 
and three have sustained serious damage, 
one of them being a complete wreck. 

This cyclone has occured at a time when 
the rice crops were in the ear, and the 
whole province, wasted by famine and 
pinched by high prices, looked forward to 
an abundant harvest. Where the ear was 
formed it was torn off; where the stalk 
had reached mature height. it was snapped. 
On a low estimate at least one half af the 
rice crop has been destroyed in the 10 
miles to the south of the Hooghly over 
which the cyclone extended. From Nad- 
dea, still suffering from an inundation of 
the Ganges more severe than those of 1868 
and 1856, we learn that the vegetation 
which suryiyed that calamity has been 
almost entirely destroyed. Not only the 
rice crop yield but half its talei. OF the 
cattle which had been sent to the high 
lands trom the inundated tracks, a tenth 
has penshed, for they had to withstand the 
storm for two days and a half without 
food or shelter. All the crops recently sown 
within the district blasted by the whirlwind 
have beon deatroyed. The condition of 
Jessore is worse. Not over 5 per cent of the 
brick houses in the country have withstood 
the blest. 

A yeneral system of relief was contem 
plated, The balance, amounting to about 
19,000 rupees, of the previous cyclone rehief 
fund, bas been made ovep for the purpose 
of affording relief; and Government has 
promised to contribute by doubling the 
amount of subscriptions.

“It being represented to the department 
that a difference in practice exists at some 
of the frontier ports bordering on Canada, 
in relation to the asscaament, anc collection 
of or exemption from duty, on the impor- 
tation of cattle, and other live animals from 
Canada, which had previously been expor- 
ted trom the United States thereto, for the 
purpose of grazing or fattening, with the 
intention of returning the ,same to the 
United States, the following instructions 
are hereby issued on the subject, and will 
be carefully carried out by the collector 
| Such cattle or other avimals, on being 
hrought back te the United States, can only 
be permitted to enter free of duty when 
they are returned in the same condition 
as when exported, and when the proofs of 
domestic origin, of exportation from a port 
of the United States, and the other” proofs 
required for the free entry of goods, wares 
avd merctiandize of domestic origin and 
production, are duly produced to the collec- 
tor at the port ofimportation, The collec 
tor of customs, therefore, on the exportation 
of cattle, or other animals, should take 
and file among the records of the Custom 
House « careful description of the same, 
so that they cau be readily identified in 
case of their being returned to the United 
States. When it is found, on the importa- 
tion of auch cattle, that their condition is 
changed hy fattening, or other causes, duty 
will be assessed and collected thereon in 
the manner prescribed for original impor- 
tations, ”

Mr. Ferguson Blair was the eldest 
son of the Hon. Adam Ferguson, of Wood 
hill, and took the pame ot Blair in 1862, on 
falling heir to the estate of Balthayock, 10 
Scotland. Te was born about the year 
1814, und having been called to the bar of 
Upper Canada, he was in the year 1843 
appointed Judge of the district of W 

lington. He retained the office until 1848, 


| when he resigned it to contest the county 
| of Waterloo with Mr. Webst 


. The latter 
declared elected by the returning 
officer, but he was unseated on petition, 
ant Mr, Ferguson took his seat on the 8th 
Febrosry, 1849, and retained it till 1854, 
wien he was elected for the new county of 
South Wellington, from which he retired 
in 1857. In 1860 he was elected to the 
Logislative Council for the Brock Division, 
ancl in March,1868,was called to the Execu 
tive Council in the Macdonald Dorion 
Cabinet, He resigned on 27th May, 1863, 
but resumed office ob tue 4th July, and 
resiyzned with the rest of the Cabinet on the 
19th March, 1864, During the negotiations 
which followed, Mr. Blair was entrusted 
with the task of forming a Cabinet, but 
Jailed, and remained out of office until Mr, 
Brown's retirement from the Coalition 
in December, 1865, Since then 
he has been a member of the Macdonald 
Cabinet. Mr. Blair possessed an ample 
fortune, was a man of considerable talent, 
and was respected and esteemed by all with 
whom he came in contact.

The Valley of the Shadow of 
Deatii, 


A correspondent of the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial writes from the Headwaters of 
Yellow Stone, Montana Territory : 

“Out of this plain, or valley, rather, 
which extends over an area of fifty miles, 
issue a million sharp jets of bluish-white 
flame, interspersed with fitful puffs of pearly” 
vapour, which sail upwards in endless tur- 
binated convulsions, until, reaching a high 
altitude, they dissolve and become blended 
with the fluctuating cloud which hangs 
over the valley, as if to shicld it from mortal 
eyes, The plainis dotted with innumerable 
stumps, trom whence these vapory and fiery 
columns are emitted, In their formation 
they resemble minature volcanoes, Fire 
springs like these may be tound in China; 
and the geysers of Iceland are but results 
of yolcanic action of thesame nature,though 
of greater force and power than the Hot 
Springs iu the valley of the Yellow stone 
One cannot help thinking that flercest fires 
range somewhere below the external envel- 
ope ot the plain to thus fan and force flames 
above the surface, A gentleman and a 
savant, connected with our parta, ascribes 
these ingenious streams to gases escaping 
from n * veiled hell,’ 

Another epecinlity of volcanic action may 
be observed by & Closer observation of the 


conical bills which loom up from th 
surface in every direction, Though there 
are no deep craters jn their summits, it in 


nn ensy matter to detect a 
in cach, more or lest dewp, covered with 
crumbling particles of lava lik@ rock. The 
bage und sides are also thickly strewn with 
the dike porous deposits of very 
large’ size, like enofniour cindery cakes, the 
refuse of a foundry furnace. A sulpliorous 
odour is in the atmosphere, reminding one 
of our companions of the experience of a 
choke damp.

Wan no spirit in ber. The pinnacle of the 
temple on which the tempter placed the 
Saviour has just been uncoyered to the 
base, und is found still to bave an elevation 
The statement of Josephus is 
therefore no exaggeration. If any one 
looked trom the battlements into the valley 
he would be giddy, while his sight would 
not riach to such un immense depth 
Sections of the ancient wall of Ophel bave 
been exhumed, showing that, as Josephus 
says, it was joined to the south-cast angle 
ot the temple.

M. Bowevt, Esq., M. P., Chairman of the 
Board of Common School Trustees, suid he 
suppured it would devolye upon him, as 
chairman, to state the reasons why the 
Board had determined to attempt to 
change the system. He might state, in the 
outset, that it had never been the intention 
of the Trustees to establish the system in 
ita entirety, as there was school property 
inthe Town which the Board would be 
obliged to use. Fut ag pear as practicable 
it was proposed to carry itout. He was 
gratified to find that the people were at 
lust waking up to the necessity of doing 
something. In school mutters, hitherto, 
there had been so much apathy that at 
elections sometimes there would not be 
enough of the electors present to nominate 
and second the candidate.

comparison of the two systems turns on the 
question whether a teacher oan, for the sumo 
salary, tench alxty best if they are in all the 
different stages of education, or when they 
dre all nearly on a par. He explained that 
nnder tho proposed change the present 
assistant teachers. would teach the same 
scholars in the samo places they now do, but 
that all the scholars now taught by tho prin 

cipals jn the diferent Wards would be taught 
toyether in ond Central School, On entering 
this schoo! they would first pass through the

beon expected, he linving but one object in 
view, and that was opposition. He then 
dilated in glowing languaye upon the 
impropriety of assembling 80 many children 
together in one building, where a fire 
might take place, the small-pox or cholera 
break ont, and the direful consequences 
that might result therefrom ; forgetting, or 
fancying that he was addressing a number 
of ignoramuses, and therefore could gull 
them with any amount of nonsense, that 
the same objections were just as strong 
against assembling any number of children 
together in a Ward school. He next 
depicted the wrongs that would arise from 
taking children from under the supervising 


eye of their parents, just as if a 
child attending a school on Taylor's 
Hill, wonld be apy further rempov- 
ed from parental authority, than it 


attended the echool in Samson or any other 
ward. These were the bone and marrow of 
this legal gentleman's objections, The 
Hon. Robt. Read followed and was oppos. 
ed to the whole scheme, 1t was too cheap 
tobe good, and therefore argued that it 
must cost more, He did not deseend to 
purticulars, 1t was sufficient for him to de- 
clure that he knew it was 60, and that if the 
schools were not efficient, 11 was the fault 
ofthe Trustees. It would have been much 
more satisfactory to the people and to the 
‘Trustees in particular, if this gentleman 
with his extensive experience and unlimited 
knowledge of the management of Common 
Schools, bad descended from gencralities 
to particulars and told them how a school 
with an average attendance of 171, could 
be made efficient without enlarging the 
school House, employing more Teachers, 
or udopting some system of classification, 
and how that could be done under the 
present system. Amalgamate with the 
Grammar School was the only plan sug— 
gested. How- would that better the pres - 


| 


ent difficulty? Thatscliool it is contended 
by those who send their children to it, is 
already too much crowded, and that justice 
cannot be done to the pupils owing to that 
fect. Besides Grammar Schools are not 
expected, nor should they be asked to do 
the work of the Common Schools ; and to 
prevent this, the Jaw provides that the 
Government grant shall only be apportion. 
ed in proportion to the number of pupils 
studying the classics, clearly showing thut 
the Educational Department of Ontario 
was desirous of confioing Grammar Schools 
to the important duty of giving a superior 
education to the young, and making them 
the stepping stone to our Colleges and Uni- 
versities. Itwas this change in the law 
that led in a great measure to the brebk- 
ing up of the amalgamation which 
had existed between the Grammar and 
Common Schools, and which amalgamation 
wus as violently opposed, when first sug- 
gested, as the present change is, and that, 
too, by the same class of people. But Mr. 
Read says, enlarge the Grammar school 
sufficient for your purpose. At present it 
is questionable whether this property can 
be used for such a purpose, If it can, 
which some legal gentlemen deny, then 
the proposition iz feasible and worthy of 
consideration, Iy suggesting this plan, 
the honorable gentleman concedes all that 
the Trustees propose, for it admits the 
necessity of a change, aud therefore relieves 
the Trustees of the charge which he brought 
against them, of being responsible for the 
ineflicient state of the schools, Our own 
opinion is that the cause of education in 
our town will be better subseryed by 
allowing the Grammar and Common Schools 
to perform their proper and logitimate 
duties respectively. This gentleman also | 
informed the people that Dr. Ryerson had 
advocated the Central Sctrool system in 
townships. In this he was in error, pro 
bably from confoundiny the ‘Township 
Boards of Trustees, which the Dr. advo 
cated, with a Coutrul School for each 
township. It was near enough, however, 
to prove bow much thought and study he 
had given to the subject. One fact is 
worth mentioning jn this connection, and 
that is that Dr, Ryerson, with every other 
man who bas given this subject much 
attention, favors the Central School system 
wherever it can be carried out, Mr. John 
Bell followed, and argued very plausibly 
that, as no new study was to be introduced 
into the Central School, and no extra 
number of teachers to be employed, there 
fore the proposition of the Chairman on 
bebulf of the Board waa an absurdity, and 
all the arguments based thereon fallacious, 


To the man who docs not know what 
is really taught im o Common 
School, or what educational standard 


is required of ao first-class Common School | 
‘Teacher, this argument would be conclu 
sive. But when the fact is known that all 
the branches of au English education nre 
taught in a Common Bohool, and that the 
moster who teaches the higher branches in 
mathematics, has also to look after the 
a. b,c. class, the untenable ground taken | 
by Mr. Bell will be appare If Mr. Bell | 
is prepared to say that a Teacher ean in 
struct 100 scholars, commencing with a, b,c 
and going upto the highest branch, with 
from ten to twenty classes to look atter in 
various stages of proficiency, as well as 
he can the same number of pupila with but 
one class in each study, then there might 
be some reason in bis argument, but as this 
is known to be simply absurd, there was no 
force in what he said, Take for xample 
Book-Keeping. This branch is taught in 
all our schools, but ja it reasonable to sup. 


pose that a teacher can do that justice to

Some 
Words passed, which witness did not hear, 
when Kehoe and Sullivan both commenced 
taking off their coats und both struck about

round the neck. Several said, * Kehoe, 
give it to him,” There were about twelve 
or fifteen said so. Sullivan's b Was to 
the crawd; two persons struck him; Sul 
livan backed near ow chair; two of the 
crowd pushed Kehoe, apparently for the 
purpose of pushing Sullivan over the chair, 
Sullivan slipped round the chair, and they 
then went into the corner, when two be- 
sides Kehoe pitched into Sullivan. Witness 
called upon them to give Sullivan fair play, 
When one of them stepped back. Witness 
was standing under the clock, when the 
parties brushed past him, still having the 
same clinch, when Sullivan stepped up the 
steps leading to the wash room backwards. 
At this time the gas was put out, the 
crowd still cryin; ve it to him Kehoe,” 
“ give it to him,” “if you dou’t whip him 
we will whip you.” When they got as far 
as the wash room, witness was standing 
close beside them, The door was then 
shut. The door opened, and two or three 
Went through, Witness called for a light. 
Thinks Sullivan went firat, Kehoe next, 
and next Kehoe's friend. Thinks the 
whole crowd were aiding and abetting 
Kehoe. A light was then handed witness, 
and when he got down 4 step or two on 
the stairs, he saw Salliyan lying on his 
face on the kitchen floor and Kehoe strik 
ing him with his fists, and two more on 
each side kicking him. When witness went 
with the light they stepped back. Witness 
| Skw no oné with a light but himself. Hol- 
brook came down after witness. Witness

men who were helping him up were the 
two who were kicking him. Jack Vallier 
told witness that “if he (witness) did not 
want to be killed not to interfere; if there

place he (Vallier) told him he heard them 
talking about it at the Club House; he 
(Valher) told witness if he said anythiog 
about it the first time he went up to the 
station he would have got his head knoc 
ed off. When Sullivan was backing up 
the steps he appeared to be attempting to 
get away. Every one of the crowd that 
could get near Sullivan struck him ; there 
were two or three striking him allthe time. 

Huon Stevenson, the next witness, cor- 
roborated the evidence of Pope in its most 
material points. He said before the 
wrestling commenced Vallier told him 
that Kehoe ahd his crowd were looking 
after, deceased. After they were down 
stairs Kehoe went up the stairs half way 
j and called, All Kehioe’s crowd come on.” 
Quinn followed and all the rest went back 
to the bar, 


Huon Grawaw’s testimony was to the 
eflect that abouta month ago Kehoe tried 
to liave a row with Sullivan, opposite his 
hotel. Sallivan would not fight him, and 
Kehoe suid if Sullivan would not fight that 
night, he would see him another day. 


WELLINGTON FERGUSON, one of the wit- 
nesses, said that about ten minutes after 
the fight, Kehoe said if he got at him (Sul- 
livan) again, he might send for the priest. 

Several other witnesses who were present 
gave testimony, but there was scarcely any 
difference in their evidence upon material 
points.

INTERESTING ACCOUNTS OF THE 
COUNTRY AND THE PEOPLE. 


| The newspaper correspondents who ac 
| company the English expedition to Abys- 
| sinia are writing ac interesting sketches 
of the country and the customs of the 
people. We glean the following from a 
mava of this correspondence : 


HOW THE CAMP 18 SUPPLIED WITH WATER. 


At home it is often difficult to realize 

what thirst means. Hero, if the sportsman 
| walka for three houra without having taken 
| the precaution to carry with him liquid of 
some kind, he finds himself uncomfortable 
but one who would wish to see illustrated 
in their strongest shape the effects of that 
wppetite, and the forms which excessive 
| thirst can assume, ehould visit the tanks of 
tle camp during a morning watering. 


The tanks are daily filled with most ex. 
cellent water from the condensers of the 
eight or nine steam. vessels lying in the 
bay. They are sorrounded by troughs, 
into which water is pumped ; round these 
latter cluster, from sunrise to ten o'clock, 
some hundred of mules with drivers, and 
over a hundred loose animals; each driver 
has a string of some three or five mules, 
and pushes or fights his way as best he can 
frou, the outside of the crowd to the 
troutths ; the strings of mules get entangled 
and each animal wildly endeavours 
pierce on his own account, and indepen- 
dently of the mulea to which he is fastened, 
his way to the water; the drivers, whose 
string of animals come into collision bela- 
boreach other's beasts, while the loose 
horaes dnd mules, who ¢in move more 
easily than their haltered companions, rush 
wildly into the places now and then 
vacated at the troughs ; but having ‘no 
protectors every one’s hand is against thése 
poor brutes, and they are driven by repeat- 
ed blows to the outside, save in auch. cases 
as Lhave seep, where an animal bas quietly 
taken any amount of drubbing, even on its 
nose, rather than relinquish the opportunity 
which it had obtained of quenching its 
thirst.

ASCENT OF THE JEHBEG TE VOLCANO, 

The * Old Shekarry,” an English Nim 
rod who recently published a book of 
hunting aclventures, is in the expedition 
as correspondent of the London Zélegraph. 
He writes an account of the great voleano 
of the country ; 

“Between the two craters, at a short 
distance from the shore, was a tolerably 
level plain, extending for about two hun- 
dred yards, on which a few stunted bushes 
—the only shrabs we saw—seemed  strug- 
gling for existence with tufts of dried up 
grass. Although the vegetation appeared

management of denominations, such as 
Queen’s and Victoria Universities, These 
seats of learning, though controlled and 
managed by their respective creeds, do not 
apply the government funds to teach

denominational colle that we 
portion of its articl 

Victoria College, for example. This Coil- 
lege teaches no theology, Itis devoted entirely 
to the work of educating students In the ordi- 
pary bravches of a collegiate course. It Is 
open to students of alldenominations; requires 
them to attend the worship of their own 
cburehes, has educated stadents from every 
denomination, even Ro man Catholic students ; 
and has never been accused of tampering, 
directly or indirectly, with the religious 
preferences of any of them. If it has half a 
dozen ministerial candidates, it does not teach 
them theology, but puts them in the regalar 
classes with the otker students; andit requires 
them to pay for board and tution the same as the 
rest. Victoria College is denominational, only 
in the sense of being responsible to tlre denomi- 
nation for its management and discipline, and 
of looking to the denomination for patronage. 
We believe we may say the same things of 
Queen's College, at Kingston, The Divinity 
School Is, we understand entirely distinct from 
the college. It is true there ls a Divinity 
School connected with Trinity College; but this 
is only for candidates for the ministry, and is 
supported-by a epecial fund, ralsed by voluntary 
contributions. We do not know how it is with 
the Roman Catholic colleges, bot doubtless 
their divinity students receive thologiqg! in- 
struction Independentof thecollege. Of course 
no grants should be made for a theological 
department, and we do not believe any such 
department is assisted from such grants. If 
divinity students pursue their secular studies 
At the colleges, itis uo more than they do at 
the Toronto College, and no more than they 
haye a right to do, so long as they pay the saine 
as other students."? 


If the Ministry of Ontario is determined 
to withholkl these grants, let it. be 
consistent with itself and withhold aid from 
all schools, whether college or common, 
in which religion is taught, or which are 
controlled by any one sect or denomination. 
Ifit be right and correct in principle, to 
withhold support from Queen's College, 
becuuse it is under the control of, and 
managed by Presbyterians, is it not equally 
wrong and impolilic to support by govern- 
ment aid, the various separate schools in 
the Province, in which the peculiar dogmas 
of the Roman Catholic faith are taughtand 
inculcated ? Or ure we to be told that the 
religious scruples of only one denomination 
in the Province sare to be respected? 
If John Sandfield is determined upon 
carrying out bis peculiar ideas upon this 
point, let him be consistent with himself, 
and place all schools, high and low, upon 
the same footing. Let him carry it still 
further than we have indicated, and sell the 
whole property connected with the Uni 
versity of Toronto—provincisl in its 
character though it may be, Thereis no 
argument that can used to convince 
people, thatif it be not right to use the 
public money in sid of denominational 
schools, because it would be using the 
money of one sect to aid another, that it is 
right or equitable,to nse the money of those | 
who clo not believe in sending children to | 
schools or universities where no form of 
religion is nized of 
such schools, were to have eo radieal 
a change in t! Jt dealing with 
our various educational institutions, let all 
be treated alike. The conacience of the 
man who believes it essuntiul in the educa- 
tion of his son, to have him placed under 
the influence and control of those who re 
spect nd reverence religion, is just as 
much to be respected, and much more 50, 
than the man who has no respect for these 
principles, and who would sooner have his 
child educated in a school which 1gnores 
religion altogether. There are, to our 
mind, but two courses to pursue; —One, to 
continue these grants, butin a more equi 
table manner than heretofore, The other, 
withdraw them all, without distinetion, 
beginning with the University of 7 
and ending with the Common Schools. 
We have no hesitation in saying that we 
believe the first to be the correct policy to

After months spent in this way in many 
parts of Canada and the neighboring 
Republic, he says : 

“The organization of the city scho of 
Hamilton is universally udmitted to be the 
most perfect which exists under the commun school 
sytem. "the following description of it is 
slightly abridged from the Report of the Super- 
Intondent for the year 1861 

“The population of Hamilton in that ye 
according to the census, was 19,096, and the 
number of children in the school-age is stated 
to have been 4,200, To meet the requirements 
of this population the echool accommodation 
consisted of on¢ central bullding—handsome, 
spacious, and well situated, occupying with ite 
premises a plot of about two acres of ground— 
and siz ward school-houses, Which together offered 
accommodation to about 2,250 scholars, 

“The schools were organized into a grammar 
school, a central or high school, three intermed- 
fate, and six primary schools; and employed 
the services of about 33 teachers, with on 
average of about 60 pupils a-plece. 

“The grammar school consists of two depart- 
ments, 0 classical and mathematical, each under 
4 separate master, and both distinct from the 
classes of the central school, 

“The central school comprises a tirst-class of 
both sexes (since called the English department 
of the gramuar school), under the Joint tuition 
of the Principal and the first assistant; and 
eight classes of boys and six classes of girls,each 
under a separate teacher, male or female. 

“The intermediate schools are cach under 
the care of a female teacher, as are also the 12 
classes of the primary schools. 

“Phe pupils are promoted from class to class, 
aud from school to school after Reeulan eons 
cal personal examinations, within the limits of 
their respective studies, conducted by the 
Principal, who (like the Master of a Boston 
grammar school) has supreme control over the 
whole organization; and when pupils have 
advanced as far as the second class, they have 
the option of passing on to the first or highest 
class (now called the English department) of 
the central school, or of entering the grammar 
school with the view of prosecuting the study 
of classics and mathematics. 

* Under this organization, all the children 
attending the schools are carefully classified 
Into twelve grades, in the central sehool, 
one in the intermediate, asd two in the primary 
school, which are further subdivided Tato 30 
classes, 8 of them co-ordinate. The 
theory is that a class should consist of from 60 
to 70 pupils, of attainments 80 nearly equal that 
all may be tanght together without hindrnoce 
toany., Teachers are expected to promote at 
least 50 per cent. of thelr pupils at each exami- 
nation. A smaller promotion would probably 
be thought to indicate either want of diligence 
or inefiiciency, 

“In the primary'and {otérmediate schools, 
which are Kept under the same roof, ‘the 
“course of instruction comprises reading, 

spelling, enunciation, pronunciation, writing 

on slates, oral and writteu arithmetic, arith- 
‘“metical tables, geography, and developing 
“Jessona on objects, size, color, form, &c.”’ 
Tho prog ly defines the time that is 
to be given to each of these subjects; the 
cuplital subjects of reading, writing, wud arith- 
metic getting the largest share,in the proportion 
of about ten, six, aud five hours out of about 
28 hours per week respectively. 

“In the central school the progeamme of 
jostruction is considerably wider. [t embraces 
“reading, spelling, writing, arithmetic, geo- 
“graphy, Evglish gramroar, object Jeasons, 
‘Datural history (Canadian, English, and 
‘“yvenera)), physiology, drawing mensuration, 
‘trigonometry, book-keeping, astronomy, 
“alyobra, geometry; and one each term of the 
* following subdjects,—chemistry. natural philoa- 
“ophy, botany, zoology.” he first-named 
studies, a8 constituting the basis of an English 
education, occupy about four-fifths of all-the 
time and labor spent in the schools. 

“The grammar school course comprehends 
Latin, Greek, and French, arithmetic Including 
book-keeping, algebra, ceometry, trigonometry, 
history and geography, reading and writing, 
English grammar and’ composition, natural 
philosophy. ‘fhe Principal is to unite in one 
class such pupils of the grammar echool 
department aud of the tirat division of the 
Epglish depurtinent a8 are pursuing the same 
branches of study, whenever he deems it 
advantageous to do so, and In French the 
grammar school pupils of equal advancement 
of the central school. No pupil is allowed to 
Join a French class till he bas reached the second 
division.” 

Since this Report was made the Grammar 
School had been separated from the Central 
School, and js now carried on under its 
own Bourd of Trustees, The demand for 
thegeverauce of this connection between 
the Grammar and Common Schools in 
Hamilton arose as much from class distine- 
tions, as any othercause, This is precisely 
the system which the Board of Common 
Schools desired to introduce into this 
town, leaving the Grammar School outside, 
as is now the case in Hamilton, 
to do the work of imparting uo classical 
education to those who desire it. Yet this 
syatem, which is pronounced the “ most 
perfect” by a gentioman who bus devoted 
yeurs to the study of conducting National 
Schools, was denounced by a Segal gentle 
man at the late school mecting as a mon

Fine specimens of gold have been found 
in the mine of the Anglo-Saxon Company 
at El Dorado, at a depth of a little over 
twenty feet, This company, we understand, 
has already entered into a contract for a 
crusher, and advertise to crush ores after 
the first of April next, at $4 per ton for 
100 tons and over, and at $3.50 per ton for 
over 1,000 tons. 

Work is being proceededt with at the 
Empire Mine, in the village of Madoc. 
The tunnel here is*already sixty-two feet 
in length, and at the north end of the hill, 
another tunnel has been commenced, which 
is intended to meet the one from the south. 
Then it is proposed to sink. Three distinct 
veins of crystallized dolomite, one ten 
inches, another fourteen inches, and the 
third eighteen. inches in width, which 
increase as you go down, have thus far 


The Richardson Company's Crusher will 
probably commence to-day to run regularly. 
It started once or twice last week, but, like 
all new machinery of that kind, it cannot 
be expected to run smoothly at once, On 
a recent visit to El Dorado, through the 
courtesy of W. M. Robertson, Esq., the 
Manager ot the Company, a description of 
the mill, with its appurtenagces, wss taken 
in our note-book, but as we find a well 
written article in the Mercury, covering the 
whole ground, we avail ourselves of it, It 
may be said here, that the building of the 
mill, the arrangement of the machinery, as 
well as the mining at the shaft, has all been 
done under the superintendence of Mr. 
Robertson, a gentleman of large practical 
experience in mining, who thoroughly 
understands his business. The following 
is the Mercury's description of the mill 
and machinery : 

“The main building which contains the 
batteries and the amalgamating machinery, 
is a substantial stone structure, 42 by 62 feet 
im dimensions ; with au addition for the 
engine house and boiler, 22 by 35 feet On 
the south side, a large shed will also be 
erected, for the reception of the rock from 
the shaft, ready for immediate delivery to the 
crosher asit is wanted, 

“Tho water for the supply of the boiler,&c., 
is taken from a well some 250 feet northwest 
of the building, to which it is drawn up by 
pipes, and raised to the height of 87 feat to 
the tank of two thousand gallons capacity, 
which is situated over the boiler. The boiler 
itself is of the locomotive pattern, 14 feet 4 
inches long and 6 feet in diameter. It con- 
tains 75 8}inch tubes, affording a large 
amount of heating surface. The fire passes 
under the tubes, the whole length of the 
boiler, returning through the tubes, and 
passing away over the topof the boiler. [n 
this way—the boiler being surrounded by 
brickwork,—the maximum of heat js obtain- 
ed with the minimum consumption of fuel, 
three cords of wood being sufficlent to run 
the machinery for twenty-four -houre. 

“The engine at present in use Is one of 35 
horse power. This, however, will elther be 
duplicated, or else replaced with ono of great- 
Gr power, on account of the increased number 
of wtampa by which the existing battery is to 
be supplemented The exhaust steam-pipe 
passes through the tank over the boiler, by 
which means an ample supply of heated 
water is alwaya ready either for the boller, or 
for the other purposes for which it may be 
needed. The whole of the belting which 
drives the main sbaft which communicates 
power to the batteries is situated in the 
engine-house, and therefore out of the way 
of causing danger to those engaged in attend 
ing to the amalgamating process, his shaft, 
as the other batteries are put in place—there 
are to be four or ten stamps each, capable of 
crushing, in the aggregute, fifty tons of rock 
in a day—will extend the whole length of the 
matin building. 
“Connected with the tank isan arrange 
ment of pipes for supplying elther hot or 
cold water, as may be needed, tothe batteries: 
and by means of which, and a powerful jet 
of ateam, the crushed rock can be thoroughly 
cleansed from the battery and amalgamating 
troughs, so that the mercury can be gathered 
together in one spot. 
Extending across the building, in front of 
the batteries, ja a long platform, on which the 
rock is broken up into small piécos, ready. to 
bo thrown into the bopper bya shovel. ‘The 
stamps of the battery weigh 160 pounds each 
and have ao rise and fall of 12 inches, his 
pounds the rock into fine sand, the coarse gold 
falling down through a false bottom Into a 
receptablo whence it can be gathered. The 
broken ore js also mixed with water, which, 
rising above the false bottom, carries off the 
finer particles of sand, which are discharged 
through « very closely woven double-net 
jron-wire siove) ‘he sand which passes 
through this sieve muat necessarily bo ox 
tremely fine, but still it may contain, or be 
mixed with very minute particles of gold,

Agricultural Societies. 


The Hon. John Carling has introduced a 
Bill “ tor the encouragement of Agriculture, 
“ Horticulture, Arts, and Manufactures,” of 
which we propose to give a synopsis. 

All societies are continued, except so far 
as they may be affected or altered by this 
Act. 


It places the Bureau of Agriculture under 
the control and management of a Commis- 
sioner, who is also to be Commissioner of 
Public Works, said Commissioner to be, 


ex officio, n member of the council of the 
Agricultural Association, He is to collect 
and disseminate facts relating to Agricul- 
ture, and to Submita report to Parliament ; 
to establish a museum illustrative of Agn- 
culture, Horticulture, and Arts and Manu- 
factures, und a library, which is to be free. 
All societies, howeyér, are to answer qule%- 
tions asked by the Commissioner promptly, 
under a penalty of $40. The Commissioner 
may appoint persons to inspect the accounts 
of Agricultural Societies, when all books, 
papers, and accounts must be submitted for 
inspection, 

‘The members of the Agricultural Asso- 
ciation shall be the Council of the Associa- 
tion, Presidents and Vice-Presidents of 
County Agricultural and Horticultural 
Societies, Mechanics’ Institutes, and all 
who pay $1 annually. The Directors of 
the Association are to be composed of the 
above named persons, except the $1 
metabers, or such two persons as 1 
appointed by any of the above societ 

place of the President and Vice-President, 
The Council of the Association is to be 
composed of twelve persons, who are to 
serve gratuitously, and are to be appointed 
from the twelve districts into which Ontario

MONDAY, JANY. 20. 

On Monday the Legislature reassembled) 
bnt little of any consequence was done, 
and the House pene at h 
past four P. M. Before adjourning. 
Sir Henry Smith said, before the orders of” 
the day weré called, he wished to call the 
tention of the Attorney General and the Gor- 
ernment to the very distressing accounts that 
had been received from Nova Scotia, If it 
was intended that this Parliament should 
offer any relief to the unfortunate sufferers, 
the soonerit was sent the better. (Hear, hear) 
If the Government would say they were dis 
posed to give assistance, he wassure there 
was nota single member who would refuse 
to make it good when the estimates came 
down, He hoped the Government would be 
ina position to intimate their intentions on 
the snbject to-morrow. . 

Hon, J. 8. Macdonald said he had already 
intimated to the gallant knight, and to some — 
ofthe Jeading members of the Opposition, that 
it was the intention of the Government to 
consider the matter with the view of making 
a proposition. In order to pave the way for 
such action, and to ascertain the extent of 
the distreas which existed in the sister Pro- 
vince of Nova Scotia, he had telegraphed to 
the Lieutenant Governor. He was sorry to 
say that thé answer confirmed the truth of 
the reports already recelyed, and added to 
previous representations.

3.—Third Tendeney.—The third great 
tendency which is developing itself in our 
granitmar schools has been partly indicated

‘ammar schools, connected with 
the circumstance that a large and increas- 
ing proporticn of stch pupils take a classical 
course of study, It isin the Union schools 
chiefly ‘that girls abound; ghe drafting 
process so extensively practised in these 
schools being, for the most part, applied 
without distinction of sex. While i do 
not for a moment question the sincerity of 
those masters—some of-them men of high 
character and generally sound judgment 
who contend that a classical course of study 
is desirable for girls as well as for boy:, it 
would be mere affectation for any one to 
profess to doubt, that the new-born rage 
for Latin, among the female pupils of our 
grammar schools, is intimately associated 
with the regulation of the Council of Pablic 
Instruction, which provides that those 
girls who study French and the English 
subjects in the grammar school programine 
for boys, without Latin, shall not be taken 
into account in the apportionment of 
the Grammar School Fund.

on the roll; on the latter titteen (eleven 
boys and four girls), These numbers are 
probably a fair exhibition of the bona fide 
demand for classical learning at Lindsay. 
You may judge, therefore, of my astonish: 
ment when, on returning to the school in 
April, 1867, I found that the number of 
pupils on the roll—all of them studyin 

classics—hac sprang up to 68 (81 boys acd 
27 girls). What was the'process by which 
this remarkable “revival of lettera” lad 
been brought about? A new master was 
appointed in the beginning of the year 
1867; that gentleman, who possesses not’ a 
few of the qualities of a good teacher, and 
who in particular ia distinguished by zeal 
und energy—not relishing the sight of 
empty benches —paid a visit to thecommon 
school, and transferred ® promiscuous 
crowd of children from the common school 
to the grammar school. In this way his 
house was filled, if nothing else was accom- 
plished. | Of those on the roll, Twas obliged 
to reject a considerable number as unquali- 
fied to pass the entrance examination, In 
Latin, none-ot the pupils-on-the roll were 
further advanced than Harkness’ Arnold, 
except two boys. As the mass of the pupil: 
had been only a short time in the grammar 
school, their Laticity was, as might be 
expected, of a very infantile ‘description, 
But it is really a serious question—what 
proportion of a mixed multitude, gathered 
intoa grammar school.in the manner de- 
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2. Another objection to the present plan 
of making the apportionment, is, that in 
many instances, it puts serious obstacles in 
the way of the efficiency of the Grammar 
Schools. I have shown by the examples of 
the schools at Consecon, Cayuga, Lindsay, 
and Bowmanville, how the natural desire 
of Grammar Schoo! masters and Trustees 
to secure an ample share of the Grammar 
School fund has the effect, particularly 
where the Common and Grammar School 
Boards are united, of forcing into Grammar 
Schools multitudes ot boys and girls, who 
rank as classical pupils, but from whom 
nothing more than a nominal study of Latin 
can be expected, Where the movements

scribed, will ever become Classical scholars, 
in any proper sense of that expression? I 
do not profess to look with much horror on 
the operation performed by the grammar 
school master at Lindsay, though certainly 
it is not one of which I approye. Eyen 
grammar school masters are but men; and 
if you make it a person’s. interest, or the 


interest of the institution with which he Is, 


connected, to pursue a certain course which 
may not be the best, and then ask me to sit 
on the jury thatis to try him for taking 
that course, I say: Not guilty. 

4. When Dr, Crowle, a more than usually 
accomplished teacher, ta whose general 
merits I bear willing testimony, ascended 
the throne as Grammar School master and 
principal of the Union School at Bowman- 
ville, the Grammar School was in a 
languishing state: ~Plato;~in one-of: those 
occasional myths which contribute to the 
charm of his dialogues, tells us that 
Plenty was the son of Poverty and Planning. 
Poverty, once upon a time, went cold, 
hungry, and in rags, to a feast of the Gods 
to see what he could pick up. There, 
while lingering on the outside of the 
banquetting hall, she fell in-with Planning, 
who made her his wife, and of their union 
Plenty was the fruit. Dr. Cowle, Perey 
remembering Plato, and looking wistfully 
to the Grammar School Fand—that feast 
of the Gods, in the estimation of starveling 
Grammar Schools—appears. to have 
followed out, though mot in the same 
wholesale inanner, something of the “plan” 
which I have mentioned as having been 
adopted in the Lindsay School. In 
October, 1864, the number of classical 
pupils on the roll, for the current term,was 
only 19. In June, 1865, after Dr, Crowle’s 
appoimtment, it bad risen to 29; and,when 
I visited the school in March, 1866, at 
which time the statute providing for the 
apportionment of the 
fund on the basis of attendance had come 
into operation, it had sprung up by/ one 
great bound, to 60 Of those on the roll 
I was obliged ‘to: reject a considerable 
proportion us» unqualified to pass’ the 
entrance examination; and the following 
quotation from the volume of my Reports 
for 1866 will show the light in. which the 
policy that had been pursued appeared to 
me atthetime; The number of classical 
pupils is very great. I told Dr. Crowle 
that I was strongly of opinion that alarge 
number of those studying Latio, both boys 
and girls, ought not to haye been put into 
Latin. Lam convinced that the pecuniary 
interests of the echiool have been consulted 
at the expense of the real profit of the 
pupils.” Lt I am uot mistaken, Dr, Crowle 
himse f would pow admit that the view 
taken in my Report waa correct. 

These may serve as illpgtrations of the 
manner in =a through the union of the 
Common and Grammar School Boards, 
pupils are unnaturally forced inte the 
Grammar Schools and induced) to learn 
Latin, witkoyt any consideration of ther 
fitness for the study, or of the suitablencss 
of the study for them; a state oft things 
under which it is inevitable that a Jarge 
amount of the classical work held forth as 
going on in the Grammar schools, must be 
a miserable false show. 


—APPOKTIONMENT OF THE 
SCHOOL FUND. 


The evils which have manifested them- 
selves in the Grammar Schools, while re- 
sulting in part trom the atatate authorizing 
tle formation of united Common and 
Grammar Schoo) Boards, are due also in 
some meastire to the clause in the amended 
Act which determines the principle on 
which the Grammar Sqhool fund is to be 
apportioned, and to the regulutiobs of the 
Council of Public Tnatruction on the same 
fuliject,

strict proportion. to daily average atten- 
dance, whether the pupils in attendance be 
male or female. Tnis plan has the merit ot 
being bere and it carries such an ap- 
pearance of justice, that persons unacquaint- 
ed with the elements that constitute the 
real difficulty of the problem under con- 
sideration, will be ready to look upon it 
with favor. But I believe that, if adopted, 
it would lead to grieyous abuses. Under 
the regulation of the Council, which admits 
girls to the grammar schools tor the study 
of French without Latin, floods of little 
girls would be poured into those grammar 
schools which are least worthy of support ; 
Green’s Ollendorf would be put into their 
hands, and they would be reported as pupils 
in French. 

5. A return to, the old method, at first 
distributing the fund among the different 
counties in proportion to population, and 
then dividing the sum falling to the share 
of w particular county, among the gram- 
mar schools in the county, isnotin my 
opinion, to be thought of. Such a plan 
would leave'wholly yntouched the induce- 
ments which at present exist, for the intro- 
duction of unsuitable pupils into the 
grammar schools Besides, it seems 
unreasonable, that if two counties, M and 
N, have the same population, but M has 
‘three grammar 6c! ools, and N only one, 
the single school in N should get thrice as 
great a révenue from public sourcea aa any 
of the others, while perlians it is far be- 
hind them, both In attendance and general 
character. : 

6, Ihave come to the conclusion, after 
having devoted much thought to the 
subject, that, until educational results are 
combined with attendance us the basis of 
apportionment, {t will be impossible to 
devise avy scheme of distribution, that 
shall not be open to grave objections.— 
More than year ago, you asked me to 
consider whether results might not in some 
way be reached with sufficient securacy to 
be taken into account, to a certain extent, 
in deciding the grants to be made to the 
several schools. Istated to you my con- 
yiction that it conld not be done, with the 
provision for the inspection of grammar 
schools, But I feel no doubt that, if the 
Proyincial Legislature were willing to 
make an additional annual grant of one 
thousand or cleyeo hundred pounds for 
grammar school inspection, or if such a 
sum could properly be deducted from the 
Grammar School Fund, a system of inspec: 
tion could be organized, that would make 
the blood flow in a new style through every 
limb of the grammar school body, from 
Windsor to L’Origoal and from Owen 
Sound to Port Rowan, and which, at the 
same time, while leaving eeveral perplexing 
questions to be settled on their own merits, 
would render # just and right sppartion:

in the law which authorizes the formation of 
union boards must be cont lated, 
Where the fund is apportioned on the basis 
of attendance simply, the temptation to 
manage the union school machinery, #0 as 
unduly to swell the nominal attendance in 
the grammar schools, is so great that no 
class of men would be left exposedtoit. Ths 
interests, therefore, of genuine grammar 
school education, and the interestg—still 
more important—of advanced common school 
education, agree in demanding that the law 
which provides that common schools may be 
united to grammar schools, should undergo 
revision, too many instances, a common 
and a grammar school, united to one another, 
are like Siamese twins, whose connection ia 
inconsistent with the play of free, healthy, 
natural lifein either. Of course, I do nor 
mean that any change in the law regarding 
‘union schools should be made hastily, or 
without regard to existing arrangements. 1 
would not separate the twins with a butcher's 
leaver. Union échools have ea od 
themselves so extensively throughout the 
Province, that a rude interference with them 
would convulse the whole Grammar School 
system. But, through wise legislation, the 
formation of Union Schools in fature might 
be prevented, and influences might, perhaps, 
be brought into play which, ina aryl and 
essy manner, would lead.to a disso) ution of 
Unions at present uxisting.
